This refers to your recent complaint concerning the receipt of 
questionable correspondence through the mail. 

I can certainly understand how you feel about the matter. However, 
the correspondence has been examined and the particulars are not 
sufficent to warrant an investigation by this Service. 

To violate the postal laws, threatening communications must contain a 
demand for money or something of value, together with a threat to 
defame character. Matters involving threats of bodily harm or damage 
to personal property come under the jurisdiction of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation, or in some instances, local law enforcement 
agencies. 

Your interest in reporting the matter for consideration is 
appreciated.
